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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


OF THE TOWN OF CHESTERFIELD FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1888. 


Citizens of Chesterfield : 

Your Committee have the pleasure to report a successful 
school year. The same general plan of work as last year 
has been pursued. ‘To secure competent and progressive 
teachers, and then keep them, has been our endeavor. 

In nearly all our schools parents, teachers and _ pupils 
have labored earnestly together to forward our school in- 
terests. ‘The scholars have manifested a lively interest in 
their studies and a willingness to perform all required duties. 

In a few instances the attendance at school has been too 
irregular, reducing the average attendance (as you will find 
by the tabular statement) far below what it should be if the 
best results are to be obtained. 

Why not awaken to the fact that every scholar can and 
should—unless prevented by sickness or accident—attend 
school every hour of every session from the beginning to the 
end of the term? 

Never keep your children from school without the most 
pressing necessity. See that they are early at their duties 
and give them every encouragement to make their school 
life pleasant and alluring. 

During the year a new school house has been erected for 
school No. 7, with a capacity for twenty-four pupils, an 
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improvement highly appreciated by all concerned. A small 
appropriation for an additional outbuilding will be indis- 
pensible in the near future. 

Sickness in No. 13 necessitated the closing of the schools 
during the Summer term, and somewhat reduced the percent- 
age of average attendance; and in No. 7 illness of the 
teacher brought the Winter term to an abrupt termination. 

No. 8 has had only one term of school, one-half of the 
scholars having removed from that section; the remainder 
were provided for at No. 13 for the two remaining terms. 

The teachers in the eastern section, Miss M. M. Marden 
of the Grammar department No. 13, Miss C. E. Smith of 
Primary No. 18, and Mrs. E. J. Franklin of Nos. 7 and 8, 
have taught three terms each during the year. The only 
change was necessitated by Miss L. L. Hinds leaving No. 7 
after the first term for a better field, and whose place was 
supplied by Mrs. Franklin from No. 8, which was discon- 
tinued after the first term. 

The retention of the teachers throughout the vear shows 
the estimation in which they were held, and renders other 
comment unnecessary. 


IN THE MIDDLE SECTION.

First term.—Whole division and second and third terms, 
Grammar department, taught by Miss Cora Hubbard. Sec- 
ond and third terms, Primary, taught by Mrs. Nellie Wells. 

These teachers are superior and well adapted to their 
departments of instruction, and success has invariably at- 
tended their efforts.

First term.—-Taught by Mrs. Nellie Wells. Second and 
third terms.—Taught by Miss Mary Phillips. The first two 
terms were very successful. The third term was badly 
broken by the hard winter, the scholars being unable to 
attend.

These schools were taught by experienced teachers, who 
were successful in maintaining the interest. Nothing oc- 
curred to greatly interrupt the work. 


ScHoo.t No. 3. 


Had but one term—in Winter—taught by Miss Mabel 
Shumway. It was attended by but few pupils, so it was a 
difficult matter to awaken the interest necessary to success- ° 
ful teaching.
